ATHENS, Feb. 26.— Greece is much 
more likely to be starved into war 
than Germany is to be starved out 
of it.” said a prominent official of the 
present Greek government to the As- 
sociated Press correspondent. The ex- 
pression is scarcely accurate, for whi 
the prices of the ordinary com- 
modities of life, and especially food- 
stuffs, have in many instances doubled 
and in virtually all instances greatly 
increased in the past year, the fault 
is largely with Greece. If there be 
serious discomfort in the country, it 
is quite as much due to bad internal 


management as to the mastery of the 
Mediterranean maintained by the 
Franco-British fleet. The “starving” 
process, therefore, is much more apt 
to lead to trouble for the present 
Greek Cabinet than, unaccompanied 


by any other circumstance, to 
Greece's participation in the 
war. 


For the common people of Greece 
the situation is rapidly growing des- 
perate. The streets of Athens are 
alive with beggars. The Island of 
Samos is in a state of sporadic re- 
volt. Pireus and Patras have had 
disquieting demonstrations of popular 
discontent under the increased cost 
of. living. While a million and a 
quarter pounds of potatoes rot on the 
ground in Thessaly for lack of trans- 
port, the price of potatoes in Athens 
has risen from 24 cents to 48 cents 
a pound in the last year. Yet the 
second attempt to fix maximum prices 
of foodstuffs, which went into effect 
at the end of January, and which is 
supposed to be rigorously en- 
forced by the police, set the whole- 
sale price of potatoes at 3 1-5 cents 
a pound, maximum, and the retail 
price at 4 cents a pound. Potatoes 
today, therefore, cost twelve times 
the legal price and double the market 
price of a year ago, though there is 
no lack of potatoes within a day's 
sall of Athens. 

SOME OF THE PRICES. 

It is much the same with almost 
every other article of food normally 
within reach of people of moderate 
means. No cargoes of rice have been 
held up by the police boats of the 
allied powers—yet rice, which in 
January, 1915, was 4.9 cents per 
pound, today brings 10.2 cents. Mut- 
ton, the principal meat consumed in 
Greece, was 10 cents a pound a year 
ago, now it fetches 19 centse—and 
Greece supplies her own mutton and 
to spare. Beef was 9.6 cents, now it 
ie 21 cents a pound. Pork was 12.3 
cents, now it is 19 cents; chickens 
were 58 cents, now they bring 72 
centa, and the beef, pork and chick- 
ens consumed in Greece are raised 
in Greece. Fresh fish, in a country 
where fishing is one of the leading oc- 
cupations, brought 13% to 15 cents a 
year ago—and now run from 75 cents 
to $1.08. 

Onions for the peasant's soup coat 
1.3 cents per pound in January, 1915 
today the peasant must pay 4.8 cents 
per pound—or eat his soup un- 
flavored. Bread, when it can be had 
at all, which is by no means always 
and even then only after hours of 
waiting in line before the bakeries, is 
4.8 cents a pound, against 3.4 cents 
a pound a year ago. 

In some instances, this anomalous 
situation is due to the control exer- 
cised by the allied fleet over the com- 
merce of the Mediterranean. Notably 
has this been the case with coal and, 
until recently, with petroleum. It is 
not that the allied powers deliberately 
hold up shipments of coal to Greece 
in order to cripple Greek internal 
transport, but that the allied nations 
themselves have none too much coal 
to spare and certainly no very great 
number of vessels available for its 
carriage. If coal is high in Greece, 
20 it is also in France, but the French 
government has had the foresight to 
provide against anything like a coa! 
famine, while the Greek government 
hag not. 

COAL SCARCE. 

It is on this account that from $40 
to $50 per ton has been frequently of- 
fered for coal at the water's edge, in 
Pireus, with none to be had even at 
that price. For whenever coal does 
reach Greece, it is snapped up by 
members of the present Cabinet and 
their friends, to run their own fac- 
tories—while the Greek navy lacks 
the coal to enable its ships to police 
the Greek territorial waters against 
violations of neutrality. When Ad- 
miral Karr, the head of the British 
Naval Mission in Greece, desired a 
Greek torpedo boat to come to Mes- 
sina to fetch him, one of the members 
of the Greek Cabinet vetoed the order 
on the ground that if there was coal 
enough for a torpedo boat to make 
that trip, he needed that coal in his 
own business. 

Outside of the very questionable in- 
tegrity and the unquestionable inef- 
ficiency with which’ Greece's resources 
are partitioned, the next leading 
cause of the rise in the cost of living 
in Greece has been the mobilization. 
With all the most able-bodied men of 
the country under arms, men are 
lacking and labor is high. The ex- 
traordinary advance in the fresh fish 
market is due largely to the fact that 
the greater part of the fishermen of 
Greece are molilized. Transport fa- 
cilities are crippled for the same rea- 
son quite as much as on account of 
the coal famine. Olive oll has risen 
in Athens from 9% cents in January, 
1915, to 16.4 cents in January, 1916, 
owing to the scarcity of field labor- 
ers—for Greece exports olive oll in 
normal times. In every branch of the 
economic life of Greece labor is want- 
ing. Prices go up. The bread win- 
ner is away, so that the income of 
the poor goes down. Everywhere the 
people suffer. Meanwhile 200,000 
men in Greece, soldiere at a cent a 
day, march along the hills of Mace- 


donia——consuming but producing 
nothing—not even glory.

TORPEDO - BOAT DESTROYER 


GOES DOWN IN ADRIATIC., 


Forty-seven Men and Officers of 
the Crew are Reported Lost in an 
Encounter with an Enemy Under- 
sea Craft Which Occurred Early 
Saturday Morning.

PARIS, March 19.—The French tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Ttenaudin has 
been sunk in the Adriatic by a sub- 
marine. Three officers and forty-four 
of the crew were lost. Two officers 
and thirty-four of the crew were 
saved. 

The Ministry of Marine made the 
following official announcement to- 
night regarding the loss of the de- 
stroyer: 

“The squadron torpedo boat Re- 
naudin was sunk in the Adriatic by 
an enemy submarine on the morning 
of March 18. Three officers, among 
whom were the commandant and sec- 
ond officer, and forty-four seamen 
were lost. Two officers and thirty- 
four seamen were rescued by a 
French torpedo boat, which accom- 
panied the Renaudin.” 

The destroyer Renaudin was built 
in 1913. She registered 756 tons and 
was 256 feet in length. She was a 
30-knot boat, but in her trials had de- 
veloped 32 knots.

NEWSPAPERS CHINA 
ASK FAIR DEAL 


Monarchical Journals Insist that Tokio Demonstrate Be- 
yond Shadow of Doubt Whether She is Supporting the 
Revolutionary Movement in Passive, if not in an Active, 


papers throughout China con- 
tinue to call upon Japan for ac- 
tion which will show beyond a shadow 
of a doubt that she is not supporting 
the revolutionary movement in a 
passive, if not an active, manner. The 
expulsion of Chinese agitators from 
Japan and the suppression of Japa- 
hese newspaper reports alleged by the 
Chinese to be responsible for sedition 
in China are demanded by the sup- 
porters of Yuan Shi-kai. 

The following from the Peking 
Dally News, the semi-official mouth- 
Piece of the Yuan Shi-kai govern- 
—＋ is typical of the view expressed 

y vernacular pers in most of the 
larger cities: 

“Any fiction lover would be well 
advised to secure translations of the 
telegrams which have been and are 
appearing in the Japanese newspa- 
pers published in Tokio and Osaka in 
regard to the situation in China. As 
flights of imagination they cannot be 
surpassed. Every day they tell of 
great victories by the rebels over the 
loyal troops; and of the secession of 
provinces, districts and towns. If the 
newspaper reading public -of Japan 
believes what is published they must 
have gained the impression that the 
whole of the south of China is in re- 
volt and that the seriousness of the 
situation cannot be over-estimated. A 
study of these telegrams shows that 
those which are most brazenly false 
originate from Chungking. One, a 
transiation of which appeared in the 
Japan Chronicle of January 16, said: 
“"The attitude of the commander 
of the Chungking troops is uncertain. 
and the situation in the town and 
neighborhood ia threatening.’ Let us 
turn from this to a special méssage 
just received in Peking from Chung- 
king. It states that a certain Jap- 
anese named Hikawa, of a firm 
known as Sin Li, has been spreading 
rumors to the effect that independence 
has been declared in various places 
in Szechuan and that revolts were oc- 
curring in other parts of the province. 
He personally called upon a high 
military officer in Chungking and 
urged him to declare independence 
and recommend that if any of his 
Junior officers refused to join the 
executed. 


Hikawa explained that by taking this 
action the northern troops would be 
prevented from coming and it would 
be possible to help the Yunnan rebels 
to amalgamate the southern provinces 
into a republic.

A Japanese subject is showing his 
practical sympathy with the rebels by 
endeavoring to seduce loyal troops 
from their duty. Simultaneously the 
Japanese newspaper in Peking, the 
Shuntien Shihpao, is preaching sedi- 
tion daily and making offensive r- 
sonal attacks upon the, Emperor-elect. 
The Japanese government has asked 
for the postponement of a mission 
from China, the chief object of which 
Was to strengthen the friendly rela- 
tions between the countries. A high 
Japanese military officer who is said 
to have had associations with the 
revolutionaries of 1911 and the rebels 
of 1913, has been sent to Shanghai, 
one of the centers of rebel activity, 
upon a mysterious mission. Most 
significant of all, the revolt in Yun- 
nan was the direct outcome of the un- 
called for and unnecessary advice 
given by Japan in October, last. The 
situation in China is being misrepre- 
sented by Japanese newspapers and 
encouragement thereby afforded to the 
Chinese anarchists who have found 
refuge in Japan and elsewhere. 

“We do not suggest that Japan is 
officially countenancing the rebels. 
What we do claim is that her failure 
to give any tangible proof that she is 
sincerely desirous of seeing peace 
maintained in China is affording the 
rebels almost as much encou 
ment as an open declaration that 
Japanese regards their activities 
with sympathy. To give that proof 
would be easy. All that is required is 
a suppression of the activities of these 
Japanese subjects who are engaged in 
rebel propaganda and refusal to allow 
Japan to be asa rebel base. 
A point that the Japanse gov- 
government can scarcely fail to appre- 
ciate is the abstention of all foreign- 
ers other than Japanese from actions 
calculated to assist the rebels. There 
are other foreign newspapers besides 
the Shuntien Shihpao published in 
Peking, but they are not found abus- 
ing the Emperor-elect or encouraging 
rebellion. There are other foreigners 
besides Japanese in Chungking and 
o*her centers adjacent to the disturbed 
area. but they are not found sending 
out ing messages and endeavoring 
to pe®suade loyal troops to revolt. It

“The only chance for the survival 
and future civilization of Europe,” said 
he, in receiving an American corre- 
spondent, “is the infusion of American 
blood into European peoples, and if 
such a thing were possible,” he added 
smilingly, “I would like to see the best 
physiological means used for the pur- 
pose of injecting it.

WAR LOANS ENORMOUS. 


European war loans have exceeded 
a total to date of $29,000,000,000, ac- 
cording to a compilation made by 
Dow, Jones & Co. of New York and 
given out recently.

Declaring that American corn and 
beans will do more toward solving the

SANTA FE TO BUY LINE. 


Joins Laton and Western in Applica- 
tion for Authority to Take Over 
Entire Capital Stock of Fresno 
County Railroad Twenty 
Miles Long.

The Fanta Fe and the Laton and 
Western Railroad Company filed an 
application with the State Rallroad 
Commission Saturday, asking au- 
thority for the latter to sell to the 
former the entire capital stock of the 
Laton company. The Laton company’s 
line runs from Laton, on the valley 
division of the Santa Fe in Fresno 
county, twenty miles in a general 
northwesterly direction, and joins the 
main line of the Santa Fe. The total 
stock outstanding is $300,000. 

The line since its completion has 
been operated by the Santa Fe. Ap- 
proximately $200,000 worth of bonds 
have been tesued by the Laton com- 
pany, of which $178,000 have been 
sold and delivered to the Santa Fe 
for work and material furnished by 
it in building the line. The lease of 
the Laton line to the Atchison com- 
pany expires tomorrow, and both 
companies want to unite the line by 
the sale to the Santa Fe.

NEW MOTION PICTURE © 
ORDINANCE UP TODAY. 


HE ordinance regulating public 
exhibitions of motion pictures 
and creating the office of Com- 
missioner of Films and Pictures, will 
have another inning—probably the 
anal one—when it is taken up for 
consideration by the Public Welfare 
Committee of the City Council this 
morning. It is understood the meas- 
ure in its revised form meets the ap- 
proval of the motion-picture pro- 
ducers, who have accepted it as a 
compromise and will offer no op- 


position to its 

The proposed law forbids the ex- 
hibition or display of any picture or 
Aim delineating the human form in 
such detail as a offend public moral- 
ity or decency. Also taboo, under the 
measure, is the showing of any lewd 
or lascivious act, or any other mat- 
ter or thing of an indecent or im- 
moral nature or offensive to the 
moral sense. It will also be unlawful 
to picture any murder, suicide, rob- 
bery, hold-up, stabbing, clubbing or 
beating of any human being. 
Nane of the reputable motion-pic- 
ture producers desire to violate such 
provisions, it Is asserted, and they are 
said to ve unanimously in tavor of 
it. Some of the leading producers 
are expected to appear before the 
committee and argue in favor of the 
proposed law. They will, declare the 
motion-picture business as elevated 
itself to the point where the restrie- 
tions provided in the usual ordinance 
are objectionable to them, 

lt is for the purpose of enforcing

The proposed law pro- 
vides, nowever, that if a picture has 
been approved by any censor or board 
of censors, recognized by the commis- 
sioner, it may be exhibited without 
his approval or consent, put it is pro- 
vided that if the commissioner shall 
find any obscene or objectional pic- 
ture that has been passed by the 
censor or censor board, he must is- 
sue an order to the exhibitor forbid- 
ding such exhibition. Each exhibi- 
tion of a forbidden picture will be 
considered a separate offense. 

The commissioner is to have free 
access to any place at which is held 
or given any public exhibition at 
which motion pictures are shown, and 
it is an offense, punishable by a fine 
for anyone to deny him access,

‘TRINITY AUDITORIUM. 
MESSAGE GF CHRIST N 
DELIVERED TO THE ROMANS. 

Sunday morning at Trinity Audi- 
torlum, Rev. Charles C. Selecman, 
pastor, had for his subject, “The Mes- 
sage of Jesus to Our Modern Life.” 
He said in part: 

“The student of history finds that 
occasionally a teacher arises whose 
doctrine transcends the geographical 
limits of his own nation, as well as 
the epoch in which he lives. Homer 
has been called the universal poet. 
With much greater accuracy Jesus 
may be styled ‘The Universal Teach- 

There is a freshness about the 
message of Jesus, as applied to the 
conditions of our modern life, that 
makes the sermon on the mount as 
up to date as the last edition of your 
dally paper. In determining the mes- 
sage of Jesus to the twentieth century 
it will aid us to inquire what was 
His message to the century. Hu- 
manity is the same from age to age, 
and in every land. We shall,’ there- 
fore, not be surprised if we find that 
the message of Jesus to our modern 
life is essentially the same as that 
which He delivered to the Gallileans 
and Romans 1900 years ago. 

“Paulina, the spouse of Caligula, 
appeared at a festival) wearing a set 
of emeralds valued at $2,000,000, six 
times as much as the famous fatal 
necklace of Marie Antionette. Wom- 
en counted their years by the num- 
ber of their husbands. Another bar- 
rier against approach of the new 
religion was the practical ruin of 
the middle class, and the congregation 
of collossal wealth in the hands of 
a few. On the one band was unre- 
strained luxury and voluptuousness: 
on the other, abject destitution and 
lack of moral purposes: a race with 
pale faces, flabby cheeks, swotlen 
eyes, trembling hands, enfeebled un- 


bondage of 

abject slavery. Along with this was 
religion, which had in self none 
of the elements of moral renewal. 
Into this unlikely environment came 
Jesus preaching the gospel of the 
Kingdom of God. He arraigned ma- 
terialism, declaring that blessedneas 
arises not from outward conditions, 
but from inward virtue. He taught 
the Fatherhood of God and the broth- 
erhood of men, proclaimed good news 
to the poor, and iInatilled in His fol- 
lowers a patient optimiem that con- 
tained within itself the promise and 
premonition of final victory. 

“Our modern world with its spirit 
of materialism, its atheistic socialism. 
its shallow systems of philosophy and 
education, its boasted spirit of prog- 
reas, its blood-bespattered militarism. 
its devotion to voluptuousness and 
luxury] its lack of moral earnestn 
and impotent religious formality 
needs to hear afresh the m e of 
Jesus, which is the gospel of the 
Kingdom of God. Jesus intended not 
only to save individuals, but to or- 
ganize and regulate human society or 
the principles of the Golden Rule.

THERE If A GODWARD AND MANWARD 
SIDE TO EACH OF THE GREAT DOc- 
TRINES OF CHRISTIANITY. 


Dr. William Horace Day, in his ser- 
mon at the First Congregational 
Church yesterday morning, took for 
his subject, “What is the Bible?” 

“To put it in just a word,” he said, 
“the Bible may be sald to be a record 
in various literary forms of a pro- 
gressive revelation, which God has 
made of Himself, through the re- 
ligious experience of certain men and 
of a certain people chosen for their 
exceptionally spiritual capacity. Dr. 
David Starr Jordan says: ‘The Bible 
speaks to the human heart as no 
other book in any language has 
spoken.’ 

“The Bible is a progressive revela- 
tion; it goes up a mountain step by 
step, and on the top ef that moun- 
tain there stands a cross, an empty 
tomb, and above it is an ascending 
Lord, and any step whith man has 
constructed by which God's truth shall 
go upward toward that end, any step 
which leads toward that mountain 
top, is of God; any step which, for 
the moment, seems to turn aside from 
the direction toward Christ is of man. 
I want you ta realize that there is 
a Godward and a manward side to 
each of the great doctrines of Chris- 
tianity. Whenever we obscure either 
of these aspects we have disastrous 
results in the teaching of the 
churches. Man was God's partner in 
making the Bible. Like other litera- 
ture it contains a variety of literary 
forma The Bible has poetry as Well 
as prose, laws, orations, prayers and 
hymne;:; the Bible has history. also 
drama and fiction. For example, cer- 
tain students of today read the book 
ef Jonah and insist that ft is not 
prosaic history, but a great story told 
as the result of the creative tmagina- 
tion of a erat Mterary prophet, a 
sermon story built up exactly as Jesus 
Dult up Hie parables out of the ele- 
ments of human life, that it is a crea- 
tion, not history, but of imaginative 
literature, can speak through the 
imagination as well as Be can speak 
through the careful work of the prose 
historian. Any book written by an 
individual will reflect a common per- 


personality of the author. Behind 
these different books we find absolute- 
ly distinct personalities, no two ex- 
actly alike. We realize that, as in 
other literature, the capacities of the 
individual man have contributed to 
the form of the book, which has been 
written in the name of God, but most 
important of all, should we, who ¥° 
modern Christians, remember that We 
find different elevations of 
moral and spiritual insight. Christ 
is the final key to the scriptures and

ANTED, A GOVERN MENT. 

Any kind of government is better than 
no government at all. Let it work ever 
so crookedly in practice, the harshest gov- 
ernment is of more account than theoretical 
perfection that falls to connect. Russian 
autocracy is as undesirable as any regime 
well could be to those compelled to support 
it, but the Russian peasant is better off than 
the Mexican peon. 


What Mexico must have is a government 


that can immediately do some sort of gov- 


erning, can provide a weekly pay roll, clean 
up the rubbish and litter that have accumu- 
lated during an interregnum of five years, 
start some agriculture and industry going 
again, pick out from a lot of superfluous 
soldiers a few efficient and badly-needed 
policemen. 

Too much benevolence and too little 
strength make as much hardship in the 
world as too much strength and too little 
benevolence.

This is where the shoe pinches 
for Carranza or any other Mexican leader 
whose reforms are all in the future and 
leave the present to shift for itself. The 
strength of Porfirio Diaz was used auto- 
cratically; but has Mexico benefited by the 
weak benevolence of Madero! 

There are so many people able to sketch 
out for Mexico a rosy future, so few to 
tackle the problem of a thorny present. 
The land is blest by nature, its resources 
are magnificent, its undeveloped wealth is 
vast, its mineral and agricultural possibili- 
tles are unlimited. If we could start right 
now with a clean slate, if we would wipe

GRAPBD-VINE DRAPERY.
